1 . ULSTER DEFENCE ASSOCIATION (UDA) JAN 8 RELEASED STATEMENT 
ACCUSING "NATIONALIST COMMUNITY" OF DESIRING ESCALATION TO 
OUTRIGHT CIVIL WAR AND THAT "...THEIR CONTINUED SUCCOR AND 
SUPPORT OF THE I.R.A. IS CLEAR PROOF OF THIS." STATEMENT 
CONTINUED: "THE ONLY REASON THAT TOTAL WAR HAS NOT ENVELOPED 
THE PROVINCE IS THAT THE PROTESTANT COMMUNITY HAVE NOT THROWN 
THEIR FULL SUPPORT BEHIND THE LOYALIST PARAMILITARIES. 

HOWEVER, THIS SUPPORT IS NOW INCREASING IN MOMENTUM AND IT IS 
NOW ONLY A MATTER OF TIME BEFORE THE PROTESTANT COMMUNITY GIVES 
THE LOYALIST PARAMILITARIES THE GO-AHEAD TO ENGAGE IN FULL- 
SCALE CONFLICT. IN THAT EVENT THE NUMBER OF DEAD ON BOTH 
SIDES WILL LEAVE THE REMAINDER WITH A HOLLOW VICTORY." SOME 
OF THIS LANGUAGE SOUNDS LIKE THE SENTIMENTS OF UDA FOUNDER 
SAMMY SMYTH. IN ULSTER BBC RADIO INTERVIEW JAN 8, SMYTH 
EXPANDED ON UDA STATEMENT WITH ACCUSATION THAT IN WAR BEING 
WAGED BY OFFICIAL AND PROVISIONAL IRA, PROTESTANTS COULD NOT 
DEPEND ON SECURITY FORCES TO PROTECT THEM AND THAT COMMUNITY 
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WOULD HAVE TO PROTECT ITSELF. HE ADDED IT WAS NOW UDA THAT 
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WAS RESISTING POPULAR PRESSURES FOR OFFENSIVE. 

2. LOCAL PRESS AND RADIO JAN 9 REPORTED PROVISIONAL IRA 
STATEMENT OF JAN 8 DENYING THAT "THE IRISH REPUBLICAN ARMY 
HAVE EVER INITIATED SECTARIAN KILLINGS .... IF LOYALIST ELEMENTS 
RESPONSIBLE FOR OVER 300 SECTARIAN ASSASSINATIONS IN THE PAST 
FOUR YEARS STOP SUCH KILLING NOW, THEN THE QUESTION OF 
RETALIATION, FROM WHATEVER SOURCE, WILL NOT ARISE." 

3. UNITED ULSTER UNIONIST COALITION (UUUC) LEADERS CONTINUED 
DEMONSTRATE THEIR OPPOSITION TO COALITION GOVERNMENT AS STEP 
TOWARD POLITICAL SOLUTION OF ULSTER CONFLICT. 

HARRY WEST AND IAN PAISLEY DENOUNCED A COALITION AS A "SELL-OUT 
ADMINISTRATION" AND CALLED ON LOYALISTS NOT TO ALLOW THEMSELVES 
TO BE STAMPEDED INTO A SITUATION AND DECISION WHICH OFFERED 
THE PROVINCE "ABSOLUTELY NOTHING." IN MOST BELLIGERENT 
STATEMENT, ERNEST BAIRD LEADER OF UNITED ULSTER UNIONIST
